Mrs Yates, 77, was found 
beaten with her own walk¬ 
ing stick and stabbed at her 
riverside cottage, off Dowles 
Road, on January 4.

In her appeal, Mrs 
Costello a solicitor in 
Staffordshire, said: “It 
seems like it was such a sav¬ 
age attack and it’s very diffi¬ 
cult to imagine it.” 

She added while her mum 
had been described as 
“feisty” she was unlikely to 
have been confrontational.

“The theft of the cable caused a great deal of 
inconvenience and distress to patients 
whose appointments had to be cancelled. 
“We are checking scrap yards and conduct¬ 
ing a number of other inquires, including 
looking at CCTV.

“We believe the offenders may have 
approached from the rear of the health cen¬ 
tre site, which backs on to the ring road, so 
we are appealing for anyone who saw any¬ 
thing suspicious to contact us on 0300 333 
3000 quoting incident 725-S-300112, or ring 
the independent charity Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555111.” 

Meanwhile a Government crackdown on 
metal thefts has been welcomed by Mark 
Garnier, MP for Wyre Forest. 

Home Secretary Theresa May said that 
cash payments for scrap metal would be 
made illegal. And Mr Garnier said: “I aim 
delighted that the Government has decided 
to take legislative action to tackle the prob¬ 
lem. 

“This is only the first of what I hope will be 
a number of amendments to deal with all 
stages of the trading of stolen scrap metal.”

MORE than 2,000 people 
who have put their names to 
a petition demanding that a 
Royal Mail delivery office 
remain in Stourport “cannot 
be wrong”, campaigners say.

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Primary to 
be academy 

A PRIMARY school in Stour- 
port will become the first in 
Wyre Forest to be granted 
academy status. 

Staff at Lickhill Primary 
School have been given the 
go-ahead. Headteacher 
Helen Davies said the move, 
which will free the school 
from council control, had 
been backed by parents and 
governors. 

Lickhill will be the first 
primary school in Wyre 
Forest to have academy 
status and one of only a 
handful in Worcestershire. 

Mrs Davies said the school 
had been able to apply to be 
converted into an academy 
because it had been rated as 
“good” in its last Ofsted 
report. 


Blessing for cemetery 


A £4.2 MILLION cemetery and 
crematorium for the whole 
Wyre Forest district will be 
officially opened later this 
month with a ceremony led by 
the Bishop of Worcester. 

Wyre Forest District Council has 
announced that the Minster Road site, 
which has taken more than a year to 
build, will open from February 24. 

A service of dedication will be held to 
mark the occasion which will be 
attended by representatives from reli¬ 
gious groups and council officials. 

The service will be led by the Bishop 
of Worcester, the Rt Rev Dr John Inge. 

Construction work finished earlier 
this month but the official opening was 
delayed until a time when religious 
leaders could attend to bless the site. 


A limited number of services have 
already taken place but the site will be 
brought fully into use after the opening 
ceremony has been held. 

The cemetery and crematorium was 
originally expected to open last year 
after building work started in 2010. 

But the scheme was delayed for 
access work to be completed and for the 
last plots to be taken at the district’s 
former main burial ground in Park 
Lane. 

The new site has full buried and cre¬ 
mation facilities, including a chapel of 
rest, and has been designed for use by 
all faiths. 

Proud 

Cabinet member for community 
well-being on the district council, 
Councillor Tracey Onslow, said she was 
pleased a date had now been 


announced for the opening of the new 
facilities at the 23 acre site. 

“This has been a long-running 
project but one which we are very 
proud of,” she said. 

“Everyone who has seen the site has 
been impressed by it. “It has been 
designed to serve the needs of the Wyre 
Forest community for years to come. 

“We are pleased the ceremony has 
now been arranged, the Bishop of 
Worcester has accepted our invitation 
to lead the event.” 

The site includes a tree-lined avenue 
and landscaped areas featuring wild 
flowers, grasses, rockeries and a pond 
with a bridge. 

The project has been created by the 
council with Dignity PLC and 
managed by Parkwood Consultancy 
Services. 


Views sought on how 
to improve life in town 


A £250,000 SCHEME has been launched to 
improve the appearance of a Wyre Forest 
town and deal with long-running traffic 
problems. 

Worcestershire County Council has set 
aside the funding to tackle issues in Bewdley 
and is now asking residents and traders for 
comments on what they want to see. 

An information event was being held on 
Monday (January 30) at the Guildhall, in 
Load Street, for people to give their views on 
the project. 

Residents are being asked for their opin¬ 
ions on how the funding should be priori¬ 
tised. 

Among the improvements suggested 
include improving shared cycling and pedes¬ 
trian paths, better bus shelters, street light¬ 
ing, seating areas, pedestrian crossings and 
signs. 

Creating areas where pedal bikes can be 


parked has also been put forward as a con¬ 
sideration when revamping the town. 

Residents will also be asked for their 
views on how traffic congestion can be 
better managed and air quality improved. 

People who cannot attend but still want 
to have their say can go online to 
www.worcestershire.gov.uk/bewdleyscheme 
website. 

Councillor John Smith said: “Funding 
has been set aside to improve transport and 
the attractiveness of Bewdley. Before final 
decisions are made on exactly what should 
be included in that package we want to hear 
from residents and businesses.” 

County councillor for Bewdley, Councillor 
John Campion added: “It aims to tackle 
some of the issues local people have raised, 
such as traffic congestion. There’s now the 
opportunity to help shape how that funding 
should be prioritised.”

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Just small 
fraction of 
fly-tippers 
are caught 

THOUSANDS of com¬ 
plaints are being made 
about fly-tipping in the West 
Midlands region - but only a 
fraction of the culprits are 
being caught. 

More than 6,000 piles of 
rubbish have been found 
over the past year, with just 
30 prosecutions by councils. 

The authorities say it is 
difficult to track down those 
responsible, especially as the 
rubbish is often left miles 
from their homes, but they 
have vowed to continue their 
crackdown. 

Warned 

They have warned that 
those caught could face 
court bills of thousands of 
pounds. 

In Sandwell, in 2011, 
there were 2,726 reported 
incidents of fly-tipping, with 
five prosecutions, compared 
with 3,189 reports in 2010 
and one formal caution. 

Wolverhampton City 
Council dealt with 2,748 
incidents in 2011, with 10 
prosecuted. The number of 
reports in 2010 was 3,669 
with 13 prosecutions. 

In Dudley eight people 
have been prosecuted since 
April, and there were 548 
incidents during that period. 
In 2010-11 a total of 20 
people were prosecuted out 
of 817 reports. 

There have been 253 inci¬ 
dents in South Staffordshire 
since last April, resulting in 
seven prosecutions. 


Symphony of praise as city 
venue celebrates 21 years 


STANDING tall in the centre of 
Britain’s second city, for the past 21 
years the Symphony Hall has acted as 
a beacon for the biggest and best 
names in national and international 
music. 

The music of pop icons such as Gary 
Barlow, Morrissey, Ringo Star, and East 17 
has rung out through the hall alongside 
classical legends such as Ludovico Einaudi 
and the London Philharmonic Orchestra. 

Top comedians such as Lee Evans, 
Jimmy Carr, and Tim Minchin have also 
commandeered the stage as part of an 
ever-eclectic line-up. 

The man at the helm, director of both 
Town Hall and Symphony Hall Andrew 
Jowett, took some time from his busy 
schedule to chat about the history behind 
the iconic venue. 

Skilled 

“It’s one of the most significant build¬ 
ings ever to be built in Birmingham,” he 
says. “It was one of the major leaders in 
the regeneration of the city centre back in 
the 80s.” 

Mr Jowett, aged 61, of Pershore, 
Worcestershire, joined the Symphony Hall 
crew in November 1988, nearly three 
years before it opened to the public. 

He spent the next few months bringing 
together a skilled behind-the-scenes team 
and making sure the best names in the 
business knew what the hall had to offer. 

It opened on April 15, 1991, welcoming 
4,000 people to two concerts by the resi¬ 
dent City of Birmingham Symphony 
Orchestra, conducted by Simon Rattle. 

The successful first night was followed 
by the weekend-long British Gas Flame of 
Youth Festival, with Prince Edward 
gracing the event.

More fire 
and police 
workers 
are leaving 

MORE than 1,000 fewer 
firefighters and police are 
protecting the West Mid¬ 
lands compared with three 
years ago. 

Around five uniformed 
officers a month are leaving 
West Midlands Fire Service 
and not being replaced 
because of cuts - around 120 
since March 2009. 

West Midlands Police has 
also lost more than 800 offi¬ 
cers and specials in the same 
time as it copes with its own 
£126 million cuts. 

Challenge 

Staffordshire Police has 
lost 118 of the 2,877 police 
officers, community support 
officers and specials it had in 
2009. But Staffordshire Fire 
and Rescue Service has seen 
a rise of 18 uniformed staff 
in the same period. 

The West Midlands Fire 
Service is facing £30m of 
cuts over four years. 

Councillor John Edwards, 
chairman of West Midlands 
Fire and Rescue Authority, 
said: “We have not recruited 
any firefighters for almost 
three years and we lose five 
uniformed members of staff 
each month.” 

Staffordshire Police dep¬ 
uty chief constable Douglas 
Paxton said: “With the chal¬ 
lenge of saving £38m by 
April 2015 and with 86 per 
cent of our budget spent on 
staff costs, it is unavoidable 
that the organisation has to 
operate with fewer people.”

Hie days when Bert shone 
light on Hippodrome stars 


BERT Walker put Holly¬ 
wood stars, quite literally, in 
the spotlight when they 
graced the stage of one of 
the Midland’s most popular 
theatres. 

The Black Country lad rubbed 
shoulders with some of the greats 
from the world of entertainment 
when he worked at Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome. Bert was just a teenager 
when he landed his much-loved job 
as a lighting technician. 

And now, following his death at 
the age of 81, his sister Veronica has 
opened up his treasured photograph 
album which reveal his collection of 
memories from the world of 
showbiz. 

Personalised signed photographs 
and beloved pictures taken by his 
colleagues feature in the album, 
which Bert handed over to his sister 
before he died last month. 

“He never forgot his time at the 
Dudley Hippodrome as he’d 
absolutely loved his life there,” says 
the grandmother-of-one who lives in 



Bearwood. Bert grew up on Dudley’s 
Wrens Nest estate, attending Wrens 
Nest Primary School and the former 
Park School. 

The Hippodrome opened on 
December 19, 1938, as a twice- 
nightly theatre. It regularly 
attracted packed houses for plays, 
variety shows, musicals and pantos 
starring such acts as Harry Secombe 
and The Eric Winstone Band. 

In 1945, when he was still a 
teenager, Bert started work in the 
theatre’s ‘spotbox’. The role 
involved managing the spotlight as 
it followed performers on stage. 

For starstruck Bert, each show 
brought another celebrity per¬ 
former to the theatre during its 
1940s heyday. 

One show he would be working for 
legendary comedian Bob Hope, next 
it would be lighting the piano for 


Chico Marx. Judy Garland had been 
one of his favourites despite her 
young age, describing her as “a 
sweet kid”. 

Singer Tessie O’Shea was also one 
of his highlights as was Bing Crosby, 
who had been “very friendly” to all 
the staff. Dozens of signed photo¬ 
graphs were collected by Bert as 
stars thanked him for his work on 
their shows. 

By 1949 Bert had begun dreaming 
of the bright lights of Hollywood 
lighting stage shows and motion pic¬ 
tures. He moved to America in 1952 
but after he married he gave up on 
those dreams. 

The writing was on the wall for 
the Dudley Hippodrome not long 
after. The growing popularity of tel¬ 
evision and films was blamed for the 
slow decline in attendances and it 
finally closed in 1964. 

After a number of entertainment 
venture,rGala converted it in 1992 
into a bingo hall, which it remained 
September 2009. 

It now stands boarded up with its 
future unclear.

CAMPAIGNERS against the planned £32 billion high speed 
rail line are looking into how to launch a judicial review of 
the scheme. 

Court action could delay the 2016 start date of the contro¬ 
versial HS2 project which will see 225mph trains running 
between Birmingham and London from 2026. Supporters 
say it will create 22,000jobs in the West Midlands and boost 
the region’s economy by £1.5bn a year. 

But organisations including councils, environmental 
groups and action groups are investigating the possibility of 
a judicial review following transport secretary Justine 
Greening’s decision to proceed with the project. 


Setbacks hit 
opening of 
multi-million 
pound Tesco 


THE opening of a controversial multi-million 
pound supermarket in Stourport will not take 
place until 2013-months later than originally 
planned. 

The new Tesco was expected to open this summer after 
work started at the former Carpets of Worth site, in Severn 
Road, last August. But bosses have revealed the 45,000sq ft 
- store was not now expected 
to open until March next 
year. 

Work has been taking 
place on roads around the 
site to create a new access 
for the supermarket. 

This phase of the project is 
expected to end in April, 
according to officials, and 
was required to be the first 
completed. 

Construction work on the 
store is expected to start 
after the access has been fin¬ 
ished. 

Work at the site was set to 
begin early last year but 
some details of the develop¬ 
ment took longer to finalise 
than expected. 

And the official opening 
has now been pushed back 
by around six or seven 
months to the spring of 
2013. 

The supermarket will 
create 200 full and part-time 
jobs. 

Plans for the store have 
proved controversial after 
rival firm the Mid-Counties 
Co-operative launched a 
legal bid against the devel¬ 
opment. 

It argued the new super¬ 
market would kill trade in 
the town centre but plan¬ 
ning permission was upheld 
by the Court of Appeal. 

Tesco spokesman 

Jonathan Simpson said: 
“The road is due for comple¬ 
tion in April of this year and 
the store is now due to open 
in early March 2013.” 


Warning on 
fake emails 
asking for 
cash help 

A WARNING has gone out 
over an email fiddle which 
tries to persuade people to 
pay out money. 

Worcestershire Regulatory 
Services say a number of 
people have received emails 
which appear to come from 
friends who are overseas. 
The emails say the friend is 
in need of help and requires 
money to be sent through a 
Western Union transfer. 

The emails contain personal 
details of individuals who 
are overseas. 

The team is aware of one 
case where a Worcestershire 
resident paid out £1,300 and 
then found out the email was 
a scam. 

People are being warned 
not to fall for the trick and if 
they are concerned about 
friends who are overseas, 
they should contact them 
through known email 
addresses or contact 
numbers, and not via unso¬ 
licited emails. 

Steve Jorden, Head of 
Worcestershire Regulatory 
Services, said: “Scams are 
designed by criminals to 
grab the attention of the 
reader and often play on an 
individual’s hopes and con¬ 
cerns. This kind of scam is 
particularly unkind as it 
raises concerns for the 
safety of friends and family.”

The confusing weather has seen temperatures swing 
between warm and freezing, but the generally mild condi¬ 
tions have meant more food for birds in the countryside. 

It means that birds have not been visiting gardens for 
food. But people taking part in the Big Garden Birdwatch 
may have noticed that spring is starting early, with some 
birds already checking out potential nesting spots. 

Half-a-million people took part in the event, counting 
the birds in their gardens and recording the highest 
number of each bird species seen at any one time.

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First stage 
nears end 

THE FIRST stage of a 
project to revamp parts of 
Wyre Forest is almost com¬ 
plete. 

Work to demolish 
maisonettes in Kiddermin¬ 
ster to make way for new 
homes will be finished soon. 

The Community Housing 
Group is knocking down five 
maisonette blocks and build¬ 
ing 97 apartments and 
houses off Hurcott Road, at 
the junction with Stour¬ 
bridge Road. Kier Partner¬ 
ship Homes intend to build 
22 two-bedroom houses, 18 
three bedroom, 11 four 
bedroom and 46 two 
bedroom flats, on the same 
site. 


£7m bus station has its 
pigeon problem netted 


NETS have been put up to 
protect new glass shelters at 
the £7million Stourbridge bus 
station from becoming 
perches for pigeons. 

Designers of the interchange 
realised the new glass walling on the 
shelters could form a tempting spot for 
the birds to gather. 

Experts were called in, and work has 
now been carried out. Staff from Eco 
Environmental Services have installed 
harmless anti-bird netting. 


There are 11 upgraded stands at the 
station. Each is fitted with automatic 
doors which open when the bus arrives. 

The protective measures are among 
the latest works at the development 
which is rapidly taking shape in Foster 
Street East. 

Work has been going on at the inter¬ 
change since the old bus station was 
closed in October 2010. 

The station is due for completion by 
the spring. Much of the work, includ¬ 
ing construction of the frame, roof and 
walls, on the main bus station building 


was completed at the end of last year. 

A date has not yet been set for when 
it will open but bosses at transport 
authority Centro said the development 
was on schedule. 

Spokesman Ed McDonald, of con¬ 
tractors Interserve, said: “The project 
to protect the shelters has been chal¬ 
lenging and Eco Environmental Serv¬ 
ices have been very innovative.” 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler 
added the measures would keep the 
interchange looking smart.” 


MP backs clock change 
despite Commons defeat 


A WEST MIDLANDS MP has voiced his 
support for moving the clocks forward by 
one hour, despite a Bill failing to get through 
the House of Commons. 

Chris Kelly, MP for Dudley South, backed 
the Daylight Saving Bill, which received its 
third reading in the House of Commons on 
Friday, January 20. 

If the measure had gone through, it would 
have meant that a detailed study would have 
been commissioned into the costs and bene¬ 
fits of moving the clocks forward to Green¬ 
wich Mean Time plus one hour in the winter 
and two in the summer. That would possibly 
have been followed by a three-year trial. 

Despite Government support for the pro¬ 
posal, the move faced opposition from MP 
who believed the extra hour of darkness in 


the morning would cause problems, particu¬ 
larly in the north. 

Mr Kelly said: “The arguments in favour 
of clock change are compelling. This simple 
low-cost policy could bring wide ranging 
benefits to the whole of the UK.” 

The benefits would include saving lives on 
our roads, creating jobs in the tourism 
sector, and reducing the fear of crime on 
dark evenings. 

Among the arguments put forward by 
opponents of the move, was the fear that 
some parts of the country would not get 
light until as late as 9am. 

But supporters of the change argue that 
lighter evenings would save lives on the 
roads during the late rush hour.

ANDY STRIKES GOLD 
WITH BEST-EVER WIN 


A BRILLIANT performance saw Andy Marston 
of Kidderminster’s Samurai club take gold at 
the Commonwealth Judo Championships in 
the Millennium Centre in Cardiff. 

Despite a 30-year career in judo, which includes two vic¬ 
tories at the British Junior Nationals and a recent ninth 
place at the World Masters, this was undoubtedly Marston’s 
best- ever result. Not only did he win the gold medal but he 
won every match by maximum points. 


With some high-quality 
entrants in the Masters 
under 81-kilos category, 
Marston had plenty to do. 

His first contest, against 
South African Francis Vlok, 
was easily won by a superb 
shoulder throw for 
maximum points, and he fol¬ 
lowed it up with his trade¬ 
mark “uchimata” throw 
against Irish champion 
Michael McCamley in the 
quarter-final. 

This put him up against 
fellow England player 
Matthew Harte in the semi¬ 
final, but Marston was now 
well in gear and two high- 
quality throws gave him 
maximum points and a place 
in the final. 

In the final, staged in 
spectacular style with dry 
ice and spotlights and with a 
substantial television audi¬ 
ence, Marston faced the high 
standard South African 
Alwyn Grobbelaar, who had 
devastated the other side of 
the draw. 

However, the contest was 
less than 20 seconds old 
when the South African 
tried his first attack and 
Marston countered with a 
superb backwards sweep 
which launched his oppo¬ 
nent into the air and flat 
onto his back for maximum 
points, ending the contest.
